any of the ſaid Inhabitants,any noyſome thing whatſoever, bur 
ſhall keep the ſame in their reſpe&ive Houſes, Yards or Back- 
fides, till the Scavenger or other Officer come to take them 
away, on pain to forfeit 20 5s. for every ſuch Offence. 

XVIII. The reſpe&ive Church-wardens, and the Houſe- 
keepers and other Keepers of White-hall,Somerſet-houſe St.Fames's- 
houſe and St. James's-Park, and the Guard-houſes and Stables, 
&-c. And the Uſhers,Porters or Keepers of Courts of Fuſtice, and 
other publick Places, ſhall ſuffer the like Penalties for Offences 
or Negle&s done or ſuffered before any ſuch Places. 

XIX. None ſhall hoop, waſh or cleanſe any Veſſels in any 
the ſaid Streets, Lanes or open Paſſages ; nor ſhall ſer any 
Dung, Soil, Rubbiſh or empty Coaches to make or mend, 
or rough Timber or Stones to be fawn or wrought, on the 
penalty of 20 5s. for every Offence. 

XX. The Rakers, Scavengers, &c. ſhall every day in the 
Week, except Sundays and Holydays, bring Carts, and by a 
Bell or otherwiſe give notice of their coming, and carry away 
the Dirt, &c. daily, on pain to forfeit 40 5. for every Offence 
or Negle&. 

XXI. Open Streets, Lanes-and Allies now paved, ſhall be 
kept ſo at the Charge of the Inhabitants; and where Houſes 
are unoccupied, at the charge of the Owners, that is to ſay, 
every Houtholder or Owner to amend the Streets, &&c. be- 
fore his own Houſe, &c. on pain to forfeit 205. for every 
Perch or Rod, for every Default, and of 205. a Week for 
every Week after, till the ſame be amended. 

XXII. One or more Juſtices of the Peace may view and 
inſpz& new ways made or to be made; and if they find 


them fit to be paved, ſhall certifie the ſame to the next Gene-. 


ral Quarter-Sefſions, where the Juſtices of Peace ſhall take __ 
order 
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Þ order for paving them as they ſhall think fir ; and Owners and 


Inhabitants of Houſes now built,or hereafter to be bullt adjoyn= 
ing to any new Streets or Ways adjudged to be pav-d or amen- 
ded,pave with Stone or Gravel,or otherwiſe amend the Ground 
before their Houſes and Buildings ro the middle of the Way, 
and in default thereof ſhall forfeit 4o 5. for every Perch nor 
paved or amended, and the like Sum for every Week till it be 
paved,e5c. and when paved, the like Sum as thoſe that ſhall nor 
pave Or repair open Streets, &c. by virtue of this AQ. 

XXITI. Such ancient Streets, Lanes and Allies as by Cu« 
tom or Order have been repaired in any other order or man- 
ner, ſhall hereafter be paved and maintained, as heretofore hath 
been uſed. 

XXIV. Within the Pariſhes of St. 4me and St. James with- 
in the Liberty of Weſtminſter, Scavengers ſhall be choſen as 
by the ſaid AQs is diretted ; and the Aſſeſsments for Sca- 
vengers and ſuch hke Officers, ſhall be afleſled and raiſed ac- 
cording to the Cuſtom of the ſaid City, where 'it is not 
otherwiſe provided by the ſaid As ; and the Receivers of 
fuch Monies to be accountable as by the faid As, or other- 
wie by Law new Houſes now or hereafter to be built, with- 
in the faid Limits and Pariſhes, ſhall pay proportionable with 
others ; and in all other Places and Pariſhes aforeſaid, upon 
every Munday or Tueſday in Eaſter-week the Conſtables, Church- 
wardens, Overſeers of the Poor and Surveyors of the High- 
ways, calling fuch Pariſhioners as are uſually preſent at chu- 
ſing Pariſh Officers, ſhall appoint two Tradeſmen of their 
Pariſh to be Scavengers for the next Year, and till others be 
choſen, who within ſeven days after their eleftion and notice 
thereof, ſhall take the Office upon them, on pain to forfeit 
101, for every refuſal ; and in caſe of refuſal, others ſhall be 
choſen within ſeven days, who ſhall rake upon them the Of- 
fice under the ſame Penalty ; the faid Penalties ro be paid to 
the Surveyors of the High-ways, and imployed towards the 
repairing the ſame,and to be levied by diſtreſs and fale of Goods 
by Warrant from a Juſtice of Peace; and for want of a 
diſtreſs or non-payment within ſix days after demand and 
notice left at the Offenders Houſe, the Offender to be com- 
mitted till payment. 

XXV. Within twenty days after the Ele&ion of the Sca- 
vengers, the Conſtables, Church-wardens, Overſeers of the 
Poor and Surveyors of the High-ways, calling to them the 
Inhabitants, as aforeſaid, ſhall lettle ra Tax, according to a 
Pound-rate, for the next Year, which being allowed by two 
Juſtices of the Peace, ſhall be quarterly paid by the Inhabi- 
rants upon demand ; and in caſe of refuſal ſhall be levied by 
diſtreſs and ſale of Goods, and for want of a diſtreſs, by impri- 


ſonment till payment, if the Offender be not a Peer. 
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XXVI. The Mony yearly aſſeſſed and colleQed for cle. 
ſing the Streers ſhall be yearly accounted for by the Scavengers, 
to two or more of the next Juſtices of Peace within twen 
eight days after the EleQion of new Scavengers, and what 
remains in their Hands ſhall be paid over to their Succeſlors, 
and two ſuch Juſtices may commit Scavengers refuſing to ac- 
count, till they make a true account and pay over, as a oreſaid, 
what remains in their Hands. 

XXVII. The Scavengers ſhall have liberty by order of 
the Juſtices at their Petit Seſſions, or w two of them, to 
lodge their Dirt, &c. in ſuch vacant and publick Places near 
the Streers as ſhall be thought convenient, giving fſatisfa&tion 
to the Owners; and in caſe of unreaſonable Demands, the 
Juſtices ſhall moderate the ſame ; and Perſons aggrieved by 
any Tax made by virtue of this Af, or by the determine 
tion of the Juſtices, &'c. may have recourſe to the General 
Quarter-Seſſions, whoſe determination therein ſhall be final. 

XXVIII. And whereas there are many common High- 
ways in the ſaid Pariſhes, which cannot be ſufficiently ſup- 
ported without the help of this A&, Be it enafted, Thar 
one or more Aſſeſsment or Afſeſsments upon the Inhabitants 
and Occupiers of Lands, &c. and Perſons uſually ratable to 
the Poor, ſhall from time to time be made and allowed 
by ſuch Perſons as the Juſtices ar their Quarter-Sefſions 
ſhall dire&, and the Mony thereby raiſed to be employed and 
accounted for according to their .direftion, towards the ſup- 
porting ſuch High-ways ; ſuch Afeſsments to be levied by 
diſtreſs and ſale of goods, in caſe of non-payment within 
fourteen days after demand, rendring the overplus, Charges 
deduQed. 

XXIX. No ſuch Aſſeſsments to be made in any one Year, 
ſhall exceed 4 4. in the Pound of the yearly value of Lands, 
Qc. nor 8 4. for every twenty pound in perſonal Eſtate. 

XXX. New Sewers made funce the 12th Year of King 
Charles TE. in any the ſaid Pariſhes, ſhall be ſubje& to the Com- 
miſſioners of Sewers ; and the ſaid Commiſſioners may dire& 
the making of new Sewers, and alter or take away any Nu- 
ſances therein, and any croſs Gutters and Channels in any of 
the Streets and Lanes in the faid Pariſhes. 

XXXI. Houfholders within the Weekly Bills of Mortality, 
whoſe Houſes adjoyn to the Streer, from Mchaelmas to Laay- 
day, yearly, ſhall hang out Candles or Lights from the time 
that 1t Yrows dark, till twelve a Clock at night, on pain to 
forfeit 2 5. for every default, except ſuch as ſhall agree to 
make uſe of Lamps, to be placed at ſuch diſtances as ſhall be 
approved of by two or more Juſtices of the Peace. 

XXXII. Every Truſs of old Hay bought or offered to 
fale within the Weekly Bills of Martality, between the gy 
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of Auguſt and the firſt of June, ſhall weigh 56 pounds at leaſt ; 
and between the firſt of June and the laſt of 4ugyſ# being 
new Hay of that Summers growth, ſhall weigh 60 pounds ; 
and being old Hay of any former years growth, ſhall weigh 
56 pounds ; the Perſon offering any Hay to be ſold of leſs 
weight, to forfeit for _ Truſs 18 4. 

XXXIII. No Perſons ſhall ſuffer their Waggons, Carts, 
&c. to ſtand in any place within the Weekly Bills of Morta- 
lity loaden with Hay or Straw to be ſold, from Michaelmas to 
Lady-day, after two a Clock in the Afternoon, nor from Lady- 
day to Michaelmas after three a Clock, on pain to forfeit 5 5. 
for every ſuch Offence. . 

XXXIV. Juſtices of Peace in the Places aforeſaid, within 
their reſpetive Limits, may upon their own View, Confef- 
fion of the Party, or proof of one credible Witneſs upon 
Oath, convi& Perſons of the ſaid Offences ; one moiety of 
the Forfeitures to the Poor, and the other to the Profe- 
cutor ; and in caſe of a Convi&tion by the View of a Ju- 
ſtice of Peace, one half to the relief of the Poor, and the 
other half, if for a default of payment, towards the repair- 
ing and cleanſing the Streets, to be paid to the Scavengers, to 
be imployed to that uſe, or otherwiſe to the relief of the 
Poor, as aforeſaid ; all the ſaid Penalties to be levied by di- 
ſtreſs and fale of Goods, by a Juſtices Warrant to the Con» 
ſtable, ec. and for want of a diſtreſs, or in caſe of non-pay= 
ment within ſix days after demand, or notice in Writing left 
at the Offenders Houſe, by the Conſtable, ec. the Offender, 
not being a Peer, ſhall be committed to the Common Gaol 
till payment. 

XXXV. The Wheels of Carts, Carriages or Drays within 
the ſaid Places, where the Streets are paved, ſhall contain ſix 
Inches in the Felley, and ſhall not be wrought about with 
any Iron-work, nor drawn with above two Horſes after they 
are up the Hills by the Water-ſide. Owners of Carts, &c. the 
Wheels whereof ſhall not be of that breadth, or ſhod with 
Iron, or drawn with above two Horſes, as aforeſaid, ſhall for- 
feit 40 5. for every time ſuch Cart, &c. ſhall be uſed, for the 
Uſes, and to be levied, as aforeſaid. 

XXXVI. This ſhall not extend to Country Carriages 
bringing Goods to the ſaid Places, or carrying any Goods half 
a Mile beyond the paved Streets. : 

XXXVII. No Perſons ſhall keep Swine within the Houſes 
or Back-ſides of the paved Streets, where the Houſes are 
contiguous, upon pain of forfeiting the ſame to the uſe 
of the Poor of the Pariſh : And Church-wardens, Overſeers 
of the Poor, Conſtables, Beadles, Headboroughs and Tything- 
men, may in the day-time by Warrant from the Lord Mayor 


of London, or any Juſtice of Peace of the place, ſearch for 
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Swine, and drive them away to ſell, the Mony to be deli. 
vered to the Church-wardens or Overſeers of the Poor of ths 
Pariſh, for the uſe of the Poor. 

XXXVIII. The cleanfing the Streets Lanes and Paſſages 
within London and the Liberties thereof, ſhall be managed ac- 
cording to the ancient uſage of the City. 

XXXIK. The Loxd Mayor or any Alderman may upon 
his own knowledge or view, in the General Quarter-Seflions, 
make preſentment of any ſuch Offence within the City and 
Liberties thereof; and the Lord Mayor and Juſtices of the 
City ſhall at the ſame Seſſions afleſs Fines for the ſame, not 
exceeding 20 5. for every Offence, to be paid to the Chamber- 
lain of London for the uſe of the City. 

XL. In AdGions, &'c. commenced for what any Perſon 
ſhall do in purſuance of an At made in the 22 and 23 Years 
of King Charles II, Entituled, A» Af for the better paving and 
cleanſmg the Streets and Sewers in and about the City of London, 
- or this A&, the Defendant may plead the General Ifſue, and 
give the ſaid AQ, and the Special Matter in Evidence ; and if 
the Plaintiff or Proſecutor become Non-ſuit, or ſuffer a 
Diſcontinuance, or a Verdi& paſs againſt him, the Defendant 
ſhall recover treble Coſts. 

XLI. The High-way leading from the Eaſt-ſide of Clerken- 
well-Green to St. Johns Street, ſhall be pav'd according to the 
dire&ion of this A&.

I. Stat. 1W. & M. Sefſ 2, cap. 2. Whereas the Lords Spir 
rirual and Temporal, and Commons aſſembled at Weſtminſter, 
lawfully, fully and freely repreſenting all the Eſtates of = 
People 


Rights and Liberties. __ 


People of this Realm, did upon the thirteenth day of February 
in the year of our Lord one thouſand fix hundred eighty eight, 

reſent unto their Majeſties, then called and known by the 
_ and Stile of William and Mary, Prince and Princeſs of 
Orange, being preſent in their proper Perſons, a certain De- 
claration in Writing, made by the ſaid Lords and Commons 
in the Words following, viz. 


Whereas the Iate King James TI. by the aſſiſtance of divers evil 
Councellors, Judges and Miniſters employed by him, did endeavour to 
ſubvert and extirpate the Proteſtant Religion, and the Laws and 
_— this Kingdom ; p 

By aſſuming and exerciſmg a Power of diſpenſmg with, and ſuſ- 
ſpending of Laws, and the Execution of ng Sicko _—_ E 
Parliament. 

By committing and proſecuting divers worthy Prelates, for hum- 
bly petitioning to be excuſed from concurring to the ſaid aſſumed 
Power. 

By iſſuing, and cauſing to be executed a Commiſſion under the 
Great Seal, for erefting a Court called, The Court of Commiſſi- 
oners for Eccleſiaſtical Cauſes. 

By levying Mony for and to the uſe of the Crown by pretence of 
Prerogative, for other time, and in other manner than the ſame was 
granted by Parliament. 

By raiſmg and keeping a ſtanding Army within this Kingdom in 
time of Peace, without conſent of Parliament, and quartering Soul- 
diers contrary to Law. 

By cauſmg ſeveral good Subjefs, being Proteſtants, to be diſ- 
armed at the ſame time, when Papiſts were both armed and employed, 
contrary to Law. 

By violating the freedom of Elefion of Members to ſerve in Par- 
liament. 

By proſecutions in the Court of Kings Bench, for Matters and Cauſes 
_— only in Parliament ; and by divers other arbitrary and illegal 
Conrſes. 

And whereas of late years partial, corrupt and unqualified Per- 
ſons have been returned and ſerved on Juries in Trials, and particu- 
larly divers Jurors in Trials for High-Treaſon, which were not Free- 
holders. 

And exceſſive Bail hath been required of Perſons committed in cri- 
minal Cafes, to elude the benefit of the Laws made. for the Liberty of 
the SubjeFs. 

And exceſſrve Fines have been impoſed. 

And illegal and cruel Puniſhments inflifed. | 

And ſeveral Grants and Promiſes made of Fines and Forfeitures 
before any Convittion or Judgment againſt the Perſons upon whom the 
ſame were to be levied, 


All 
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Al which are utterly and airefly contrary to the known Laws md 
Statutes, and Freedom of this Realm. 

And whereas the ſaid late King James II. having abdicated the 
Government, and the Throne being thereby vacant, 

His Highneſs the Prince of Orange, ( whom it hath pleaſed Al. 
mighty God to make the Glorious Inſtrument of delivering this King- 
dom from Popery and Arbitrary Power ) did ( by the Advice of thy 
Lord Spiritual and Temporal, and divers Principal Perſons of the 
Commons ) cauſe Letters to be written to the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, being Proteſtants ; and other Letters to the ſeveral Com- 
ries, Cities, Univerſities, Boroughs and Cinque-Ports, for the chooſing of 
ſuch Perſons to repreſent them, as were of Right to be ſent to Par- 
liament, to meet and fit at Weſtminſter, upon the two and twentieth 
aay of January, in this year one thouſand ſix hundred eighty and 
eight, in order to ſuch an eſtabliſhment, as that their Religion, Laws 
and Liberties might not again be in danger of being ſubverted ; up 
on: which Letters Eleftions having been accordingly made, 

And thereupon the ſaid Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Com- 
ons, purſuant to their reſpetive Letters and Elefions, being now 
aſſembled in a full and free repreſentative of this Nation, taking 
into their moſt ſerious conſideration the beſt means for attaining the 
ends aforeſaid ; do in the firſt place ( as their Anceſtors in like caſe 
have uſually done) for the windicating and afſerting ther ancient 
Rights and Liberties, declare, 

That the pretended Power of ſuſpending of Laws, or the Execution of 
Laws by Regal Authority, without conſent of Parliament, is it- 
legal. 

"hat the pretended Power of diſpenſing with Laws, or the Execu- 
tion of Laws by Regal Authority, as it hath been aſſumed and ex- 
erciſed of late, is illegal. 

That the Commiſſion for erefing the late Court of Commeſſioners 
for Eccleſiaſtical Cauſes, and all other Commiſſims and Courts of like 
nature, are illegal and pernicious. 

That levying Mony for or to the uſe of the Crown, by pretence of 
Prerogative, without grant of Parliament, for longer time, or in 
other manner, than the ſame is or ſha#l be granted, is illegal. 

That it is the Right of the Subjefts to petition to the King, and all 
Commitments and Proſecutions for ſuch petitioning ave illegal. 

That the raiſmg or keeping a ſtanding Army within the King- 
dom in time of Peace, unleſs it be with conſent of Parliament, is 
againſt Law. 

That the Subjefts which are Proteſtants may have Arias for their 
Defence ſuitable to their conditions, and as allowed by Law. 

That Eletion of Members of Parliament ought to be free. 

at the freedom of Speech, and Debates or Proceedings in Parlin- 
ment, ought not to be impeached or queſtioned in any Court or Place 
out of Parliament, | 


That 
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That exceſſrve Bail ought not to be required, nor exceſſive Fines im= 
poſed, nor cruel and unuſal Puniſhments inflifted. 

That Jurors ought to be duly impannelled and returned, and Jurors 
which paſs upon Men in Trials fr High-Treaſon ought to be Frec- 
holders 


That all Grants and Promiſes of Fines and Forfeitures of parti- 
cular Perſons before Comviftion, are illegal and woid. 

And that for redreſs of all Grievances, and for the amending, 
Py wink and preſerving of the Laws, Parliaments ought to be 
held ly. 

And they do claim, demand and inſiſt upon all and ſingular the 
Premiſſes, as their undoubted Rights and Liberties; And that na 
Declarations, Judgments, Doings or Proceedings to the prejudice of the 
People in any of the ſaid Premiſſes, ought in any will to be drawn 
hereafter into Conſequence or Example. 

To which demand FL their Rights, they are particularly ecconraged 
by the Declaration of his Highneſs the Prince of Orange, as being 
the only means for obtaining a full redreſs and remedy therein. 

Having therefore an intire Confidence, That his ſaid Highneſs the 
Prince of Orange will perfe# the Deliverance ſo far advanced by 


him, and will ſtill preſerve them from the Violation of their Rights, 


which they have here aſſerted, and from all other Attempts upon their 
Religion, Rights and Liberties ;

Upon which their ſaid Majeſties did accept the Crown and 
| Royal Dignity of the Kingdoms of England, France and Ireland, 
and the Dominions thereunto belonging, according to the re- 
ſolution and deſire of the ſaid Lords and Commons, contained 
In the ſaid Declaration. 

And thereupon their Majeſties were pleaſed, That the ſaid 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, being the two 
Houſes of Parliament, ſhould continue to fit, and with their 
Majeſties Royal Concurrence, make effeQtual Proviſion for the 
Settlement of the Religion, Laws and Liberties of this King- 
dom, fo that the ſame for the furure might not be in danger 
again of being ſubverted ; ro which the ſaid Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons did agree and proceed to a& 
accordingly.

And the faid Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, 
ſcriouſly conſidering how it hath pleaſed Almighty God, in 
his marvellous Providence, and merciful Goodneſs to this Na- 
tion, to provide and preſerve their ſaid Majeſties Royal Per- 
ſons moſt happily to Reign over us upon the Throne of their 
Anceſtors, for which they render unto him from the tottom 
of their Hearts their humbleſt Thanks and Praiſes, do truly, - 
firmly, aſſuredly, and in the ſincerity of their Hearts, think, 
and do hereby recognize, acknowledge and declare, That 
King James IT. having abdicated the Government, and their 
Majeſties having accepted the Crown and Royal Dignity, as 
aforeſaid, their ſaid - Majeſties did become, were, are, and of 
Right ought to be, by the Laws of this Realm, our Soveraign 
Liege Lord and Lady, King and Queen of England, France and 
treland, and the Dominions thereunto belonging, in and to 
whoſe Princely Perſons, the Royal State, Ciown and Dignity 
of the ſaid Realms, with all Honours, Stiles, Titles, Rega- 
lities, Prerogatives, Powers, Juriſdiftions and Authorities to 
the ſame belonging and appertaining, are moſt fully, right- 
—_ and intirely inveſted and incorporated, united and an- 
nexed. 

And for preventing all Queſtions and Diviſions in this 
Realm, by reaſon of any pretended Titles to the Crown, and 
for preſerving a certainty in the Succeſſion thereof, in and up- 
on which the Unity, Peace, Tranquility and Safery of this 
Nation doth, under God, wholly conſiſt and depend, The faid 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, do beſeech 
their Majeſties, that it may be enaCted, eſtabliſhed and declared, 
Thar the Crown and Regal Government of the ſaid Kingdoms 
and Dominions, with all and ſingular the Prenuſſes thereunto 
belonging and appertaining, ſhall be and continue to their 
fajid Majeſties, and the Survivor of them, during their Lives, 
and the Life of the Survivor of them ; and that the entire, 
perfeC&t and full exerciſe of the Regal Power and Government, 
be only in, and executed by his Majeſty, in the Names of 
both their Majeſties during « #« joynt Lives; and after their

a&ted, That all and every Perſon and Perſons that is, are or 
ſhall be reconciled to, or ſhall hold Communion with the See 
or Church of Rome, or ſhall Profeſs the Popiſh Religion, or ſhall 
Marry a Papiſt, ſhall be excluded, and be for ever uncapable to 
inherit, poſſeſs or enjoy the Crown and Government of this 
Realm, and Ireland, and the Dominions thereunto belong- 
ing, or any part of the ſame, or to have, uſe or exerciſe any. 
Regal Power, Authority or Juriſdiction within the ſame ; and 
in- all and every ſuch Caſe or Cafes, the People of theſe 
Realms ſhall be, and are hereby abſolved of their Allegiance ; 
and the ſaid Crown and Government ſhall from time to time 
deſcend to, and be enjoyed by fuch Perſon or Perfons, being
